Jurors and alternate jurors have been chosen, 
and on Tuesday afternoon were excused while both 
cousels in the Vernon Johnson murder trial ques¬ 
tioned two witnesses. 

District Attorney Susan Wondries and James 
Bruseman, counsel for the defense, along with Judge 
Marvin D. Rowen, alternately questioned Sierra 
Madre Police Officer Rozann Bazzell and Adelle 
Fisher, neighbor of the Johnsons on Valle Vista 
in Sierra Madre. 

Johnson is being tried in Pasadena Superior 
court, Dept. F, for the murder of his wife. Betty 
Florence Johnson’s body was found with a bullet 
wound in her head in mid-June, 1985, a block 
away from the Johnson home. 

Officer Bazzell was asked to recall the evening 
of Apr. 3, 1985, when she was summoned to the 
Johnson home at 634 Valle Vista on a disturbance 
call. This date was over a year before the murder 
and yet Bazzell recalls Betty Johnson was distraught, 
claiming that her husband was trying to kill her. 

“Mrs. Johnson was very upset, was crying and 
yelling, very agitated and said her husband was 
trying to kill her.” 

^ When asked if Mr; Johmen denied .th•'aU.^ 
legations, Bazzell answered, “He did not say 
viry much. He was calm ... I could detect the 
odor of alcohol on both.” 

Bazzell reported that Mrs. Johnson had “red¬ 
ness on the side of her face and neck” when she 
explained that the woman had accused her husband 
of beating her. 

Johnson was asked to leave the premises by 
Bazzell and Sgt. Wayne Bailey who joined Bazzell 
soon after the disturbance call. 

Bazzell said she stayed with Mrs. Johnson for 
about 20 minutes and by then the woman was 


calmer. 

Bazzell was asked if the local police department 
had received calls from Mrs. Johnson before this 
date and she answered “yes.” She could not recall 
specifically the number of occasions. 

Bazzell was asked if on other occurrences John¬ 
son had been under the influence of alcohol and 
she answered, ^‘yes.” 

The Sierra Madre Police Officer told the judge 
the same story and explained that the first words 
Mrs. Johnson uttered were, “My husband is trying

knifing victim 


Dr. John Walter, 59, is resting comfortably 
and will be in the Intensive Care Unit at Methodist 
Hospital for probably two more days after being 
injured in a knifing assault last Thursday evening. 

The Sierra Madre dentist was taken from the 
sidewalk area of his home and office at 80 S. 
Baldwin Ave. by Sierra Madre EMTs to Methodist 
Hospital shortly after the incident. 

He had surgery late Thursday and has been 
in ICU since. 

John Watter, 34, of Sierra Madre, son of the 
injured man, was arrested at the scene and booked 
at the Sierra Madre Police Dept, then transferred 
to L.A. County jail. He was held without bail 
pending arraignment Tuesday. The investigation 
report submitted to the Pasadena District Attor¬ 
ney’s office Monday stated the charges of at¬ 
tempted murder and assault with a deadly weapon 
with the intent to do great bodily injury. It was 
filed Monday in Pasadena Municipal Court. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts told The 
News, “If convicted on these charges, it could 
mean state prison for a number of years. At this 
time, these are arraignment charges and as the 
trial progresses, final charges may change.” 


Councilman Clem Bartolai stated his reason 
for his “no” vote when Sierra Madre City Council 
members last Wednesday voted to open up Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency funds to purchase a 
new fire truck which was requested by the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire Dept. Council members also 
sat as CRA directors during this section of the council 
meeting last week. 

Bartolai said, “I don’t want my ‘no’ to use 
CRA funds to be interpreted as voting ‘no’ to 
the (fire) engine.” 

He stated, “1 do not feel the expenditure of 
CRA funds is the proper source. We have po¬ 
tential projects in the community that need fund¬ 
ing by the CRA.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan said, 
“You can build a fire station with CRA funds. 
It seems ridiculous to me that we can’t equip 
the fire station (by purchasing the fire engine) 
with those funds.” 

Bartolai was the only member of the council 
and CRA to cast a negative vote after Coun¬ 
cilman Sam Simpson made the original motion to 
buy the apparatus at $166,669. 

Buchan made the motion that the Mack Fire 
Truck be funded by CRA funds, if possible, or 
by California Cities Funding Corp. as a backup. 
The scheduled delivery for the replacement engine 
is approximately 360 days. 

/ At an earlier council meeting in October, fire¬ 
men had presented an evaluation of Sierra Madre’s 
fire equipment with the help of Roland Rister, 
former fire equipment coordinator with the L.A. 
County Fire Dept. Engine 41, the 1%7 Crown, 
was found to be in good condition. The general 
condition of the pumper will allow it to go bey¬ 
ond a 20-year service life, the report said, and 
added that repair parts are no longer manufac¬ 
tured and are, therefore, not available. 

Engine 42, the 1955 Crown, is in fair-minus 
condition and Engine 43, the 1956 Crown, was 
found to be in fair condition. That apparatus is 
powered by a Hall Scott engine that is obsolete.

At last Wednesday’s meeting. Fireman George 
Maurer said, “City Councils in the past have always 
given the fire department what they asked for . . . 

1 think we need to get two more years out of 
the $120,0(X) we spent (on repowering the en- 
gines).”

In other business, the council Introduced 
for first reading by title only Ordinance No. 
1027, establishing a change In the time of the 
City Council meetings to 6:30 p.m., the second 
and fourth Tuesdays of each month. The study 
sessions are to be held a half hour before 
the council meeting* each time and CRA meet¬ 
ings will be scheduled at 6:15 p.m. as required. 

This changes the regular meeting time 
from the original 7:30 council mooting*. The 
ordinance will be adopted at the next council 
meeting. 

Three families who requested variance changes 
and a reclassification of their property from R-1 
single family residential zone to R-3 multiple family 
residential zone were turned down at the last Plan¬ 
ning Commission meeting. Those three families have 
appealed those actions to the City Council. 

They include property at 241 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., owned by Jerry and Marian Adkins; 239 
E. Sierra Madre Blvd., owned by Kai and Ruth 
E. Molich; and 10 N. Mountain Trail owned by 
Ralph B. and Beverly A. Foley.

Smokers who want to give up cigar¬ 
ettes might find It easier by joining up with 
the campaign that’s helped millions of 
people nationwide prove to themselves 
that quitting is possible! 

The Great American Smokeout will 
be celebrated in 1986 today, Thursday, 
Nov. 20, with activities ranging from pa¬ 
rades, rallies, balloon releases, contests 
in the workplace and school campuses 
and other elaborate festivities planned to 
keep a smoker’s mind off cigarettes for 
24 hours while stressing the benefits of 
quitting. David Hoffman, Sierra Madre, is 
on the task force. 

In the Northeast Los Angeles County 
Unit of the American Cancer Society, vol¬ 
unteers are organizing a repeat of last 
year’s successful “Run for Life,” a 26- 
mile relay race involving local Junior high 
and senior high school students. Teams of 
five run one-mile portions of the marathon, 
passing along a large red American Can¬ 
cel Society “sword of hope” to the fol¬ 
lowing group at designated check-points 
along the Valley Blvd. route. 

Elementary school children from 
throughout the San Gabriel and Pomona 
Valleys have submitted one-paragraph es¬ 
says on the benefits of not smoking, 
and winning entries will be announced at 
the Barnes Park Smokeout celebration. 
Each student has been given a special 
ticket for a “lottery”-type drawing and 
prizes will also be awarded.

Other activities planned for the Great 
American Smokeout in this area include a 
“survival station” for quitters In the West 
Covina Fashion Plaza from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m. on Smokeout day. Literature, bal¬ 
loons, buttons and other information re¬ 
garding smoking and health will be avail¬ 
able, along with encouragement for those 
trying to stop cigarettes. Activities on the 
campus of Citrus College have also been 
planned for students and faculty at the 
Glendora Community College. 

Local corporations are also devising 
clever in-house Smokeout promotions to 
assist employees kick their habits and 
several pharmacies will distribute litera¬ 
ture on smoking to their customers. 

The Great American Smokout is now 
in its tenth-year nationwide, with 23 mil¬ 
lion smokers participating in 1985 by quit¬ 
ting or cutting down their tobacco Intake 
for the day, according to a Gallup sur¬ 
vey.

to pass Congress in the 
last 10 years. This mea¬ 
sure includes funds for 
improving the flood con¬ 
trol systems of the Santa 
Clarita Valley and the 
Los Angeles basin. 

The House also passed 
the nation’s first major 
overhaul of federal pest¬ 
icide law in the last 16 
years. HR 2842 failed to 
pass the Senate, but it 
was a good bill and will 
be introduced again in 
the 100th Congress. The 
Methanol Policy Act, al¬ 


so passed the House, but 
it failed in the Senate. 
Again, this is a bill with 
great merit. It’s enact¬ 
ment could be the begin¬ 
ning of a trend that 
would improve local air 
quality. The methanol 
act will also be pushed 
hard in the next Con¬ 
gress. 

I supported all of 
these far-reaching, com¬ 
plex initiatives, not be¬ 
cause they are perfect, 
but because in each case 
the positives outweigh 
the negatives and in each 
case the environment will 
benefit. The 99th Con¬ 
gress is rightly proud of 
its environmental report 
card.

Have you ever had one ol' those days 
when you are in a big hurry and trying to 
get a package into the mail belore the mailman 
gets to your mailbox? You reach lor the Scotch 
tape dispenser, pull on the tape and wind up 
getting a lull 36 inches ol'iapc, rather than 
the three inches you needed to seal up the 
package. So, in order to be conservative, you 
try to wind the unused tape back up. It 
sticks to your fingers, the dispenser, your 
package, and in the meantime, the mailman 
has already been to your mailbox and there 
you are — tape everywhere but where you 
wanted it in the first place. 

So, you wonder, how do the tape man- 
ulaeturers wind up all that tape without having 
a nervous breakdown? Well, the trick is to 
roll the tape just before it is cut. Sheets of 
polyester film or what we call cellophane, j 

is unrolled and a st ieky film is coated onto 
it, then it is rolled all at once. The roll of 
cellophane is several feet wide and after it is 
rolled, it is cut into the size you need. 

The tape is then packaged and sent to the 
store so consumers like us can hopefully use 
it to secure a package. And speaking from 
experience — il you are in a hurry to get 
that package out, my advice is — if you 
have done what 1 have done and unrolled 
more than you need — is to somehow get the 
stuff off your fingers and try unwinding 
another piece. That way, you will be sure to 
catch the mailman and not look like a fool 
all taped up like me. Oh, well, that’s life.

The current produc- i 
tion at the Mark Taper 
Forum in Los Angeles ' 
is “Ghetto” by Joshua i 
Sobol in its first perfor- i 
mance in English. Sobol ' 
teaches playwriting in 
Tel Aviv and in the 
course of his researches, 
came across the docu¬ 
mentation of an acting 
troupe that maintained a 
flourishing theater in the 
ghetto of Vilna, Lithua¬ 
nia during two years of 
WWIl. 

The head of the Jew¬ 
ish Ghetto police en¬ 
couraged it as a way of 
distracting the ghetto 
Jews from the misery of 
their lives. Or was that 
his real reason? Intellec¬ 
tuals condemned it as ir¬ 
relevant. “You don’t 
perform theater in a 
graveyard!” Perhaps 
true, which raises the an¬ 
swering question . . . 

If you perform, is it a 
graveyard? 

Sobol has used actual 
songs written for that 
theater to give life and 
reality to this tribute to 
the ambivalent nature of 
human experience. We 
are shown the ready col¬ 
laborator, trying to play 
it safe and the partisan, 
whose only reaction is 
violence and all the var¬ 
iations in between. One 
of the characters says, 
“The Germans don’t on¬ 
ly want to exterminate 
our bodies; they want to 


remove our souls.” 

There are no pat ans¬ 
wers here. There is much 
consideration to how 
much it depends on art 
to distinguish us from 
the animals. 

It is highly dramatic, 
but it is not all grim. 
There is song and dance 
and burlesque comedy, 
as well, and it is expert¬ 
ly crafted and expertly 
performed. 

Andrea Marcoficci is 
central as a singer, Pe¬ 
ter Ebling is the ventril¬ 
oquist, who directs the 
theater and the remark¬ 
able Barry Dennen is his 
dangerously irrespres- 
sible dummy. As usual, 
with Center Theater Pro¬ 
ductions, there is a large 
cast of highly-competent 
people. 

The fact of the Holo¬ 
caust is probably one of 
the most significant 
events of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, certainly the most 
melodramatic, but this 
is not just another play 
about it. In this violent 
and emotional setting, it 
is inquiring into the im¬ 
portance of those things 
which last longer than 
people do: literature, 
theater, art and prin¬ 
ciple. 

But universality aside, 
I wish 1 understood a 
little Yiddish.

tokill me.” 

How many times had she repealed that her 
husband tried to kill her, more than once? "Yes," 
Bazzell answered. And again Bazzell answered af¬ 
firmatively when asked if she detected the odor 
of alcohol on both the Johnsons. 

Why didn’t Mrs. Johnson wish to press charges? 
“Because the house was hers,” Bazzell answered. 
Why didn’t she ask Johnson to move out? Mrs. 
Johnson had no way of supporting herself without 
Dr. Johnson, Bazzell reported as Mrs. Jonson s 
snswer* 

Ardelle Vivian Fisher told the two counsels 
and judge that she and her family lived across 
from the Johnsons, that her bedroom faced the 
front door of the Johnson home. The Fishers had 
lived in that location for 18 years. 

Before Belly Johnson was killed, could Fisher 
recall hearing other disagreements? She answered 
“on three occasions. One was approximately two 
years prior to the murder.” 

Fisher described hearing a disturbance across 
’ the street on that occasion and hearing Johnson 
r use profanity in relation lo his wife. 

“She (Belly Johnson) was walking between the 
two houses. She would try to walk toward the front 
■ door and he would shout at her. She walked back 
' and forth in the street between the neighbors’ and 
her home. 1 opened the bedroom window and 
^ called to her but she never heard me,” Fisher re¬ 
members. 

The next incident was a year before Ihe murder 
and Mrs. Johnson came lo the Fisher home, very 
:l nervous, very upset, saying ‘Ardelle, let me come 
if in.’ Her voice was breaking and she was very fear- 
e ful. I asked if she’d like to sit down. She was wrmg-
